met by Dedar Bakht, our host, and 
from that moment until the time of 
our departure, two days later, he 
left no stone unturned to give us 
every possible pleasure and comfort. 
Bedar Bakht is 
a 
Mohammedan 


prince, prince in name, at least, if 
not in power and wealth; he is de- 
scended from a line of kings who at 
one time were rich and powerful, but, 
as he told us quite frankly, reckless 
living and bad management on 
the 


part of his ancestors dissipated the 
fortune and their kingship has given 
wa> to British rule 
We were taken 


to our host's home, where all was in 
readiness for our coming; we had 
hoped to be entertained from begin- 
ning to end in truly Indian style, but 
Bedar Bakht had 
procured 
beds, 


chairs, and various other 
articles 


after the American style for 
our 


use. Very soon after our arrival we 
were 
given "chota 
hazn" (little 


breakfast), consisting of tea, eggs 
and toast 
I mention the toast last 


because it was different from any 
I had ever eaten 
As you know, the 


Indians like their food very hishly 
seasoned and this toast was sprinkled 
so thickly with pepper and 
other 


spices that the eating of it made me 
weep copiously. But as time goes on 
and I eat more and more of these 
spicy foods they become very palata- 
ble. 
After this "chota hazri" 
we 


withdrew to the sitting room, where 
we were given "pan" (pronounced 
pawn) to chew. "Pan" consists of 
lime, crushed jack fruit, betel nut, 
all rolled in a "pan" leaf; the In- 
dians chew it as Americans chew 
grim, and if Americans like 
their 


chewing gum, the Indians are even 
more addicted to "pan;" they chew 
it before and after meals and most 
of the time between 
During our 


two days' visit I chewed pan until 1 
was sick and tired of the stuff: its 
taste isn't so bad, but it discoloF*-the 
mouth and teeth rather badly. Just 
here it may be interesting to note 
that in the entire two days we didn't 
see a single one of the lady folks of 
Bedar Bakht's household, because 
they live in the "zenana," that is the 
woman's quarter of the house, and 
dare not come into the presence of 
other men than their husbands and 
near relatives. 
Bedar Bakht himself 


is married, as are a great many In- 


the 
and 


other diseases. 
It amused me to see 


our boatman when he became hot 
and thirsty lean out of the boat, 
bathe his face and drink from the 
river as unconcernedly as I would 
drink the purest spring^ water. The 
burning ghat is the place where the 
bodies of the dead are burned, for 
the Hindus do not bury their dead. 
There is no spot more revered by the 
Hindus than Benares, and all who 
can so arrange it greatly prefer to 
die there, have their bodies burned 
on the banks of the Ganges, and their 
asb.es scattered over its water. Kirk 
and I had enough morbid curiosity 
to wish to see a burning ghat in op- 
eration and Bedar Bakht said he was 
perfectly willing that we stiould do 
so, but that he would wait in the 
boat, as ,he would have bad dreams 
for many nights afterwards if 
he 


should witness such a sight. 
Such 


fears d'dn't deter us, so we went

dian college students, and even high 
school students. The Indian house- 
hold is usually very large, for when 
the sons are married 
they 
don't 


strike out for themselves, but con- 
tinue to live in their father's house, 
so that there is a bewildering num- 
ber of brothers-in-law, sisters-in-law, 
cousins and so forth, under the same 
roof 
If we didn't see the lady folks 


we certainly saw enough men. for 
with true Indian courtesy all 
the 


male relatives and friends of Bedar 
Bakht in the neighborhood called to 
pav their respects and exchange com- 
pliments with us which latter is a 
gieat fad with Orientals. 
For in- 


stance, our host 
was 
continually 


speaking of the honor we were con- 
ferring on him by "visiting his hum- 
ble house." and bemoaning " the 
great trouble and inconvenience" he 
was putting us to. when in reality 
we were having a very comfortable 
tame of it. The Indians have a great 
respect for their "gjirus" or teach- 
ers, and consider it an honor to en- 
tertain them. 
They praised <is 
in 


every possible way; and some impos- 
sible, for they even tried to speak 
highly of our knowledge of Urdu, 
the mother tongue of Mohammedans, 
and both of us use abominably our 
slight knowledge of Urdu. 
But we 


entered into the spirtt~of the game 
and pulled off some of the flattery 
stuff ourselves, which delighted the 
recipients and made us solid witJr 
them. AnotbT feature of flsese c*H<5 
was the display of certificates, for 
this is sine one certificate -ridden 
country. 
Most Indians can show, 


and take great pride in showing, cer- 
tificates from every person or firm 
for whom they have worked from 
boyhood up to old age. One old 
man. 
who has been in government 


service as a clerk for more 
than 


twenty years, showed us thirty-six 
certificates that he had received from 
various officials under whom he had 
worked. 
A little after two o'clock 


4ir the afternoon we started on 
a 


ashore and examined things at close 
range. When a member of a Hindu 
family dies the body is wrapped in 
the proper kind of cloth and placed 
on a sort of stretcher and carried to 
the river bank by the four nearest 
male relatives. 
The women take no 


part. Uusually they do not even ac- 
company the procession to the burn- 
ing ghat. 
Arrived at the river the 


corpse is immersed in the water and 
the funeral pyre is'made ready. First 
a layer of wood, thick or thin, ac- 
cording to the wealth of the family, 
is placed on the ground, and on this 
wood the corpse is placed and cov- 
ered by another layer of wood, the 
head left projecting. If the deceased 
is a father it is the duty of the eld- 
est son to light the funeral pyre and 
after the fire is going well the son 
must split open his father's head so 
that the spirit way take its 
de- 


parture from the body. ' To the Hin- 
dus, who have followed such cus- 
toms for centuries and who do not 
look upon death with the same sad- 
ness and sense of loss that we do, 
this procedure does not seem dread- 
ful, 
as it does to us 
After the fire 


has died down, which may take a 
day or two in the event of a large 
pyre, the ashes of the dead are scat- 
tered over the Ganges 
When we ar- 


rived at the ghat four bodies were 
in process of cremation, and in the 
few minutes we remained four or 
five more were brought to the ghat. 
After going past a number of these 
bathing and burning ghats we left 
the boat in order to see something 
of the city itself. 
And first of all 


we went to the 
Moslem 
mosque, 


whose twin spires tower above and

Hindu temples and shrines

CONVICTS AS SOLDIERS. 


"Many, many thousands of men 


physically, mentally and morally fit 
could be recruited from the prison 
population of tne country, and they 
would willingly and gladly make any 
sacrifice, even the supreme sacrifice. 
for their country's welfare." 


The above remark was made by 


the chaplain of the Massachusetts 
state prison a few days ago at a 
patriotic meeting held for the prison- 
ers. It is the judgment of a man fa- 


cally ill? Miss Hold's case is a re- 
markable showing of what individ- 
ual will can do. There arc 
latent 


forces in the human body capable ol 
a very hard fight for life, and they 
frequently assort themselves when 
al' seems lost. Give them a chance 
up to tho final moment. 


CO-OPERATIVE SPIRIT. 


Much so-called "town betterment" 


and town 
improvement 
work has 


failed of all results hoped 
for, be- 


cause 
not 
attempted on the right 


basis. 
In many communities weal- 


thy men out of their generous hearts 
set up to help their fellowmen and 
improve the town. They sometimes 
fail to see that the average man 
does not feel that he needs to be up- 
lifted. 


The true way is for all elements 


to get together and work for inter- 
ests all have in common. Then they 
can 
forget 
they are severally em- 


ployer and employe, and get together 
on their common basis of interest 
in the community. As employer and 
employe, they sometimes think their 
interests are hostile, though they are 
really not so. 
But as- citizens of a 


cherished home town, their interests 
are identical. 


When a man is doing something 


for another and 
the 
other is not 


doing a thing in return, you have a 
condition that is undemocratic, not 
calculated to accomplish much result. 
When you get a group of men doing 
things that are going to benefit all 
alike, then you^et a unified force 
and your things are done. 


Every man has something he can 


do to assist. 
If he has no time, 


energy 
or 
education to put into 


civic work, he can at least require 
his children, and urge his neighbors 
o have his children utalize all the 
advantages our civic institutions of- 
'er. 
Also any one of us, no matter 


low humble can help in the great 
public causes. We can all run gard- 
ens we can all select foods with re- 
gard to national 
needs, we can all 


back up the schools. 


So there is something in Newark 


which everyone of us 
can do, and

Modern ideas of prison management 
place a large part of the prisoners 
on parole now, and permit their em- 
ployment in out door work with many 
chances to escape. 


Prison inmates would provide a 


large military force. Many of them 


to help win the war, help by saving, 
by working, by supporting the gov- 
ernment through 
purchase of bonds

Start the file far down at 
the side just where the nail becomes 
imbedded in the flesh and follow the 
curve of the finger to the top of the 
nail.

IN RIFLE BRIGADE

London, June 29.—The feats at 


arms of knights of old are rivaled in ' 
modern warfare by the remarkable 
record of Private Beesley of the Rifle 
Brigade, who has just been awarded 
the Victoria Cross. 


When all the officers and non- 


commissioned —officers - had 
been 


killed in an attack, Private Beesley 
took command of his company. Lead- 
Ing the assault he captured an ene- 
my post single handed, killed two 
Germans at their machine gune and 
then/ shot dead an officer who at- 
tempted to man the gune. 
Three 


more officers rushed from a dug- 
out. 
One attempted to destroy a 


map. 
Beesley shot him, seized the 


map and made prisoner the other 
officers. 
Four more officers came 
out. They were disarmed by the in- 
domitable Beesley and sent back as 
prisoners. 
As the enemy began to retreat a 


comrade brought up a machine gun. 
Beesley used this with great effect 
on the fleeing Germans 
For four 


hours under a heavy fire Beesley and 
his comrade held their position. The 
Germans counter-attacked and Bees- 
lev's companion was wounded. Bees- 
ley kept his Lewis gun going and 
held the enemy in check until long 
after the post on his left had been 
wiped out. Not until darkness came 
did Beesley move back to the origi- 
nal line. When he did, he brought 
along his wounded companion and 
the Lewis gun. Beesley then mount- 
ed the gun on a parapet and kept it 
going against the enemy until things 
had quieted down
